In the following, from aeorres|x>nd- 
ent of the Rural New Yorker, some 
of our readers may find a more con- 
venient way of treating seed oat. 
than the hot water method discussed 
by us in a previous uumlier. The 
formaldehyde can lie ordered for you 
by any tlruggest if he doe* not have 
it in stock. 

Put one ounce of formaldehyde, 
costing pi cents, into four ipiarts of 
water, sprinkling u|«m 10 bushels of 
oats, after spreading them on the 
barn Ihajr to the depth of four inches. 
Stir them thoroughly with a rake, af- 
terwards shoveling them into a hOBi 
.'.•ti ling th. mii so that the formalde 
hyde would do more thorough work 
liv not escaping t»ai rapidly Leave 
them in the box until they are dry 
and ready to drill. If there should 
l» any oats left after sowing, one 
MStJ BOt hesitate to feed tliefla, there 
batag nothing abool them that is poi 
soiioua.
